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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This office action is in responsive to the paper filed on March 24 th , 2006. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

■ The claimed invention is a method and steps for correlating text and imagery. 

■ The claimed method include a step "training a text search detector to examine the 
textual material for next regions which relate to the target concept, and creating a 
text target detection record in a database A in the event of a match or other 
meaningful association; training a discriminating feature detector to search for 
locations within the imagery which relate to the target concept, and creating a 
location target detection record in a database B in the event of a match or other 
meaningful association". 

■ The combination of prior art of record does not expressly disclose or suggest the 
"method" with the feature of "training a text search detector to examine the 
textual material for next regions which relate to the target concept, and creating a 
text target detection record in a database A in the event of a match or other 
meaningful association; training a discriminating feature detector to search for 
locations within the imagery which relate to the target concept, and creating a 
location target detection record in a database B in the event of a match or other 
meaningful association". 

■ The reference Elliott et al. teaches a spatial indexing intelligent agent that indexes 
information against a database of spatial language which is used in combination 
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with a modified search engine that conducts searches using spatially relevant 
criteria and spatial analysis algorithms Alpha-numeric values from a 
mathematical system are used for identifying spatial locations and can be 
arbitrary, geocentric, virtual, and galactic, but does not disclose the use of vivid or 
figurative language to represent objects, actions, or ideas as "imagery" in claims. 
■ The reference Hsu et al. (U.S. Patent No, 7,020,326) discloses a system for object 
recognition and to a system for guiding users to formulate and use extraction rules 
to analyze an image and to recognize objects. Yet, Hsu et al. does not disclose 
correlate the image of an object with a database as claimed.
